9. STAFF REPORTS:  
 

a. Finance Director O’Leary recommends that the City Council adopt a resolution approving the 
tentative General Fund and Special Revenue Funds budget for 2004-05. The City Manager’s 
Proposed General Fund and Special Revenue Funds budget is scheduled for City Council approval 
on July 27, 2004.  Introduction and roll call vote.  

 

b. Finance Director O’Leary recommends that the City Council adopt a resolution confirming the 
requested change in the CalPERS Miscellaneous Plan unfunded liability amortization schedule 
(“Fresh Start” approach extending the payment plan to 20 years) and authorizing prepayment of 
2004-05 employer contribution through advance from the City’s Wastewater Enterprise Fund.  
Introduction and roll call vote.  

 

c. Public Works Director Munns recommends that the City Council adopt a resolution 
recommending that the San Mateo County Flood Control District impose basic and additional 
charges for funding the expanded scope of work for the 2004-05 Countywide National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination system (NPDES) General Program. Introduction and roll call vote.  

 

d. Public Works Director Munns recommends that the City Council approve formally designating the 
public street in City Park between Oak Avenue and Desoto Way as “City Park Way”.
